FRUIT/AT LOWEST LEVEL’ EVER 
REACHED HERE. 


— — 


Lecal Independents Wage War on 
the “Trust,” Gringing in Several 
Carloads, With Others to Follow. 
Marke® Giutted—Deciared That 
Situation Will not Last. 


The hatchet buried two months ago 
by banana dealers of Los Angeles in 
their war for control of the trade, 16 
again uplifted, now against a com- 
mon foe—independents, who have 
brought in three cars of bananas with- 
in a week and who have three more 
cars on the way. This has glutted the 
market and has forced prices lower 
than ever before in Los Angeles. The 
fruit sells at stands at ten cents a 
dozen. Peddlers have been sent into 
the residence sections by the independ- 
ent dealers and have slashed prices 
unmercifully. 

For years, the Fruit Dispatch Com4 
pany of New Orleans, selling repre- 
sentative of the United Fruit Company 
of Central America, known as the 
“trust,” has had a monopoly of Los 
Angeles business. Several months 
ago, a spat among local dealers arose, 


but they all bought from the same 


company and were only injuring each 
other. The present war, however, orig- 
inates in New Orleans. Vaccaro Broth- 
ers, an independent firm of banana 
handiers, have succeeded in interest- 
ing a number of local dealers, who 
have taken the agency of Southern 
California and are after the business. 
Mp to the time of this break, the 
price had held in the neighborhood of 
five cents a pound, allowing 4 
margin for profits. The first cut 
dropped the fruit one cent. Today it 
is obtainable as low as three cents a 
pound, which, according to the “trust 
fruit handlers, means a The 
price has been met, however. 

“At three cents a pound, bananas are 
an absolute loss,” declared Fred Simp- 
son of the J. D. Simpson Fruit Com- 
pany. “This is more than true when in 
addition to the cost of bananas, the 
freight is added and the shrinkage is 
deducted. The present fight is one of 
many which have been carried on here 
in the past twenty years, and one 
which will cost considerable money on 
all sides. It has been the ruin of a 
number of dealers in the past, and be- 
a it is over, others may realize that 
they are up against it.” 

Principal dealers in the fight of the 
independent New Orleans shippers are 
Anthony B. Lettunich and 
Brothers. Lettunich was optimistic in 
his assertions as to the possible out- 
come of the present fight. “We are 
here to stay, and although there 18 
little money in the prices on 
bananas,” he said, We only desire an 
introduction.”

BSURD LABOR UNION RULES AND 
TECHNICALITIES. 

Among the worst features of rampant labor- 
unionism, as at present conducted, is its tendency to 
smother honest indugtry by a maas of technica! rules, 
having no regard whatever for differences existing 
in time, place and conditions. The unions not in- 
frequently adopt regulations as minute as the most 
hair-splitting points ever advanced by a lawyer 
with a desperate cage, and they endeavor to enforce 
them much the as a court does the law. 

The absurdity of it should be manifest. In the 
railroad service, for instance, as» The Times has 
pointed out before, the unions insist on an elaborate 
system of trials and appeals every time a man is 
dismissed for an Tense, 
advantage of this scheme, to the great injury to 
discipline and public safety. There is a tendency to 
hedge these hearings with many rules and tech- 
nicalities. In justification, the unionists have been 
known to plead the legal maxim, “it is better for a 
thousand guilty men to escape than for one inno- 
cent man to suffer.” No one desires to oppose this 
rule in criminal law practice, but if it is once 
adopted in business, manufacturing, or, worst of 
all, on railroads, where human life is endangered, 
the result is bound to be appalling. It is not better 
that a thousand, careless, ignorant or indolent men 
remain in the service of any enterprise and a hun- 
dred passengers be killed in consequence, than that 
one or even a number of good men be discharged. 
Any business run on such. principles would be ut- 
terly ruined; any railroad so operated would be a 
national menace, calling for the intervention of the 
authorities in the interests of public safety. 

Ever since biblical times it has been recognized 
that ‘armies cannot be maintained upon a system 
of law different from that of the ordinary courts. 
It is well settled that a process more summary, 
more free from technicalities, is needed in courts- 
martial. When the question of President Roose- 
velt’s dismissal of the negro soldiers for the Browns- 
ville riots was debated in Congress, and a member 
friendly to the troops advanced the legal maxim 
“It is better that a thousand guilty men, etc.,” it 
was answered: “But it is not better that a thous- 
and guilty men should wear the army's uni- 
form; that would be the end of all discipline.” 

The same principle is recognized at sea by the 
laws of all nations, not only in the navy, but also 
in the merchant marine. The power of a ship’s 
captain is absolute, even in some cases extending to 
Matters of life and death, and he is not hedged in 
by technica! rules. * 

In ordinary business it has always been the rule 
to give to the managers arbitrary power of dis- 
missal and employment. The necessity is so mani- 
fest that it is hard to see if any man can deny it 
without arousing question as to his mental condi- 
tion. True, injustice will sometimes be done, but 
that is unavoidable, as long as human nature re- 
mains as it is. Sometimes managers will err hon- 
estly, occasionally they may allow personal feelings, 
spite or prejudices to influence their actions so as 
to injure a subordinate willfully. When this oc- 
curs, sympathy will be with the injured party. If 
there be any who may have influence with the of- 
fending manager and can persuade him to see his 
error, well and good. If his superiors have reason 
to suspect such action, it will be right, and maybe 
necessary for the good of the business, to review 
his judgment and bring him to time, but the law 
cannot force such action, and nd one must be per- 
mitted to do so. Moreover, such action ought to be 
taken in such a way as not to weaken discipline. 

But in every case the right of proprietors, cor- 
porations and their officials to manage and control 
their employés must be upheld by the law and by 
public opinion properly enlightened. The only 
proper interference is that of the law in the interest 
of public safety and of good service in the case of 


blic corporations. 
can, without any compulsion or 


threat of compulsion, induce the owners of a private 
business voluntarily to adopt and adhere to any 
rules they may propose, that is their business. In 
the case of a quasi-public corporation, such as a 
railroad, there must always be a reservation of the 
law to intervene in behalf of public safety. But in 
no Way can employé or outsiders be permitted to 
force technical rules on any business or to destroy 
discipline through such tions, systems of 
trials and appeals. 

That the unions are themselves conscious of the 
injustice of their rules is plainly shown by the fact 
that they generally refuse to arbitrate disputes 
arising under them or to submit the question of 
their fairness to any impartial tribunal, although 
they insist that employers shall submit every con-

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AKING THE DESERT BLOSSOM. 

The Times has always taken a special interest 

in the subject of national irrigation. Indeed, the 

originator of the national irrigation movement has 

admitted that he derived his inspiration from edi- 

torials that had appeared from time to time in these 
columns. 

The Sixteenth Nationa] Irrigation Congress that 
recently adjourned was one of the most interesting 
and buajness-like gatherings of the body that has 
ever been held. Among the resolutions adopted by 
the congress, in addition to approval of govern- 
ment work, was a recommendation for liberal ap- 
propriations to the Bureau of Soils of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture? the granting of necessary 
rights of way and rights for the construction of 
reservoirs in the publie lands, the reclamation of 
swamp and over-flooded lands, the preservation of 
forests, the taking of a census of the standing tim- 
ber in the United States, the providing of desert 
wells and water-saving devices, the creation of the 
Southern Appalachian and White Mountain natural 
forests, the determination of the practical effects of 
grazing and lumbering on the supply of water for 
irrigation, and the early repeal of the Timber and 
Stone Act. 

This last recommendation is most important. 
Under the present act any person may take up 160 
acres of public timber lands by the payment of $2.50 
an acre to the government. This act has been very 
detrimental to the Western States on account of the 
fact that the watersheds have passed into specu- 
lative hands, and have, in many instances, been 
totally destroyed, where they should have been im- 
proved and made to furnish water to vast arid re- 
gions, which, in many instances, were near enough 
to receive full benefit when properly developed. 

The only concession made to the land grabbers 
was the following mild and innocuous resolution: 

“That whenever large tracts of land suitable for 
agriculture and which are not natural forest, and 
which are not intended to be made forest, and 
which are not necessary or proper for the preser- 
vation of the forest or the watershed or water sup- 
plies for the purposes to which they have been de- 
voted, lie within forest reserve boundaries, such 
tracts should be restored to entry as public land.” 

Taking it all in all, the national irrigation move- 
ment is undoubtedly the most important enterprise 
to the people of the United States that has ever 
been undertaken by the government. We have 
scarcely yet begun to realize what it means. It 
will be for the next generation to benefit fully by 
the adoption of this wise policy. 


A NATIONAL SONG FOR AMERICA. 
It is to be regretted that we have no authorized 
and acknowledged national melody. Sectional pa- 
triotism is not objectionable if it is subject to na- 
tional patriotism. It is decidedly objectionable if 
it is fostered at the expense of the latter. 

Our patriotic songs are more or less sectional in 
sentiment. As a matter of moment to our people as 
a whole the institution of a national melody should 
have attention. Expressions in its favor have been 
numerous and from all parts of the country. The 
only argument brought against it is that the people 
of the North, South, East, West and in the middle 
would have to indorse the sentiments it expressed. 
This is true, and more than this. For if the enthu- 
siastic acceptance by any one section of our great 
country were lacking, it would fail of its mission. 
But this fact might as reasonably be brought for- 
ward as an insurmountable obstacle to the adoption 
by the nation of a flag. It might be urged as well 
against any sentiment or set of sentiment whether 
woven into music or not. 


The truth is that a country with even half a mil- 


lion population that had no internal dissensions’ 


would be a nation of shallow-pated nincompoops. 
As long as America has among its citizens the 
strong individualities that have always character- 
ized. it, so long will there be differences among Amer- 
icans. But the factionalism that divides our coun- 
try on smaller questions, disappears in the menace 
of a common foe. This truth made itself known 
when the Maine was destroyed. It has been appar- 
ent, unmistakably and in no uncertain quality ever 
since when there was opportunity for its display. It 
is this fact which makes America strong in mat- 
ters of large concern. It is this which makes Amer- 
ica formidable as a possible enemy. The cry of 
northern or of southern partisanship is lost in the 
broader and finer spirit of national patriotism. Yet 
when this spirit demands utterance it now finds it 
in a partisan song.

It will be well for us to adopt one 
of larger measure. If it has not yet been written 
we should welcome the poet with a heart large 
enough to love America, the nation, and with the 
genius to tell it in burning words.

The official announcement that the lines of the 
Pacifie Electric railways have now been completed 
to La Habra and beyond, again vividly illustrates 
how rapidly the conquest of Southern California by 
the trolley is being prosecuted. The trolley is now 
within two miles of the oi] wells of Fullerton, and 
we will not have long to wait, perhaps, to learn that 
Riverside is connected to Los Angeles in the same 
manner.

Mr. Huntington once said that, through his trol- 
ley roads, he was making it possible for Southern 
California to grow. Certainly that has been the 
result. Wherever the wires of the electric railway 
stretch homes spring up as though by magie. 

This section of the world, unique as it is in eli- 
mate and in history, is bound to become even more 
unique as a land of small farmers. For the day 
will come when almost every man who here owns 
a home will be to some extent a farmer. Though he 
has but an acre of ground, or the fourth of an acre, 
he will, in an intensive way, make what ground he 
has produce for him many or all the necessities of 
his table. 

To these people the trolley will minister, as well 
as to the farmer who produces on a larger scale 
for the city markets. It will come to pass that the 
man who does the work of the city as a clerk or a 
merchant or manufacturer, will also be the man 
who owns a small farm in the suburbs where he re- 
sides. He will be the man who, when he invites you 
out to spend Sunday with him, will feed you with veg- 
etables and good capon of his own raising. The trol- 
ley whirls him home at night and whizzes him in 
to work in the morning, and has made it possible 
for him to master the problem of being both a city 
the same time.
